Site Awards 


This marked the first time 
in Olympic history that North 
America had.been elected as 
the site for both events, also 
the ‘first’ time that Canada 
had ever been elected. 

The Montreal victory com- 
pletely shook the large 
gathering, Moscow and Los 
Angeles has been considered 
the ptime candidates.~ And 
there was a long silent 
moment of disbelief before 
the Montreal contingent 
erupted with screams of 
delight, Meanwhile, Moscow’s

Leak Confirms Elimination 


‘And sure enough. 

For shortly after the IOC 
voting group had reconvened 
to determine the site of the 
Winter Olympics, there was a 
leak from the . committee 
room that said that Garibaldi 
had received only nine votes 
on the first ballot. Denver had 
29; Sion, Switzerland, 18 and 
Tampere, Finland, 12. 


Garibaldi had been elimin- 
ated. The final vote on the 
third ballot,’ Denver 39, Sion 
30. 

The Montreal victory came 
unexpectedly ‘as another 
“leak,” which was later con- 
firmed, had Moscow winning 
the first-ballot 28 votes to 25 
for Montreal and 17 for Los 
Angeles. 


On the second ballot all the 
Los Angeles. votes went to 
Cariada except for ofe. This 
was considered significant by 
the delegation as it indicated 
the solid stand against Russia 
as host for the Games. 

There «was no° comment 
from the mayor of Moscow 
for the vote.~ “Nyet’’ was. his 
only word. 

No communist nation has 
ever been host to the Olympic 
Games. 

The Montreal triumph and 


Garibaldi’s defeat. gave a 
bitter-sweet touch to the 
situation. On the one hand. 


the eastern Canadians were 
laughing and gay. The Gari- 
baldi smiles were evident, 
too, but they came through 
clenched ‘teeth. 


Drapeau Man of the Hour 


Montreal Mayor Jean 
Drapeau was the man of the 
hour. And why not? He had 
just completed an impossible 
double in international poli- 
tics. He had parlayed .the 
name of Expo 67 into world- 
wide fame. Now -he had the 
Olympics for his beloved city. 

This was Montreal's third 
try for the Olympics and 
Garibaldi's first. 

Drapeau was also surprised 
at the Montreal decision, and 
was so excited that he 
declined to answér the tele- 
vision — announcer’s~- queries 
immediately. . However, - he 
quickly regained his aplomb, 
and hurried to the podium to 
accept the ‘76. Games ‘for 
Montreal and Canada. 


He promised dutifully that 


“Montreal would host the event 


in the true spirit of the 
Olympics and with humble- 
ness, simplicity and dignity 

It was definitely a personal 
triumph for Drapeay. The 
Montreal delegation was the 
first to admit this. He himself 
admitted it: was a low-key 
approach that had won it for 
Montreal, compared to high 
pressure tactics and the com- 
mercial overtones that had 
accompanied the Moscow and 
Los Angeles bids. 

The numbness has started 
to wear off the Garibaldi 
delegation today, but some 
were &till “in a state of 
confusion. 


They had conie so close, 
only to lose — in effect — to 
another Canadian city. This 
was the consensus and this 
made the heartbreak a little 
harder to take. 

First, because they had 
been told that technically they 
had the. best site for the 
Winter Games. The presenta- 
tion to the IOC had been 
extremely, well received. 
Mayor Tom Campbell . of 
Vancouver -almost, but not 
quite, openly predicted vic- 
tory for Garibaldi on the 
second ballot, ;

© For Major Army Base 


LONDON (CP) — The British army is con- 

sidering the possibility of taking over a large mili- 

- tary base in Canada or some other country for 
training purposes, a spokesman said today. 


He emphasized that - the 

question of finding large 
training areas abroad is in 
the early stages of study and 
no details could be. provided 
now. 
“Obviously Canada is 
among the areas considered,” 
he added... “We also are 
looking at Australia.’ 

The need. to find vast new 
ground .results from  with- 
drawal of British troops from 
Libya where large ground and 
air exercises had been under- 
taken from time to time. 

Canada provides areas for 
training of British troops each 
year but these have been 
mainly on a battalion scale. 
The British army appears to 
be looking for major installa- 
tions where perhaps a 
brigade could exercise in 
combined training with a 
number of British-air-squad- 
rons. 


BIG BASE 


The Canadian defence 
department is- reported tobe 
gradually closing its big base 
at Rivers, Man., in line with 
the government's decision to 
restrain defence spending. 
Last week a defence spokes- 
man at Ottawa suggested that 
Rivers is. one of the bases the 
British army. is exploring. 

A defence department 
spokesman in Ottawa said it 
is possible that training of 
British forces in Canada will 
be expanded but it was too 
early to say to what extent. 

A number of locations are 
being considered but no deci- 
sion has been made, said the 
spokesman.

BOSTON (UPI) — There’s the 
story of one smoker who wanted to 
quit cigarettes so he taped his pack 
to his thigh. Consequently, whenever 
he wanted a cigarette he would have 
to lower his pants. 


He quit in three days. 
e 


And how about the mother who 
locked her-cigarettes in the cellar 
freezer and then put the key under 
her child’s mattress at night. She felt 
that to risk waking her child, 
walking downstairs to the freezer 
and.unlocking it was just too much 
bother to go through for a smoke. It 
helped her cut down. 

These are just a couple of 
extreme examples cited in’ a new 
book, the -Smoke- Watchers’ How to 
Quit Book, detailing the program 


used .by Smoke Watchers, Inc., of 
New York. 
= 
Bently. Blum .of New York, 


president of the two-year-old organ- 
ization, said not all smokers go to 
such extremes to reduce their cigar- 
ette consumption, but that many find 
ingenious ways of making. the butts 
inaccesible dufting their reduction 
program. . 

Blum, himself a former smoker, 
underwent the “extremely painful” 
process |of kicking the habit and felt 
that “certainly,there must be an 
easier way.” 

He feels

Anyone who has evér watched a 
psychiatrist on a TV show will see 
the logic in the smoke watchers 
program. One major reason smokers 
fail to beat the habit,-Blum said in an 
interview, is “their failure to first 
understand it thoroughly.” The book 
quotes Alexander the Great, “never 
attack an enemy until you under- 
stand him.” 


This applies fo the smoking habit, 
Blum said. “Sm@king isn’t one habit. 


It’s a whole bunch of little habits. 
From the brand you smoke, how you 
light it, where you carry it, when you 
smoke, during work, after sex, etc.” 

“The book is organized in such a 
way that it allows the smoker to gain 
a complete picture of his own habit,” 
Blum said. 


“From that point on he can begin ° 


to attack parts of his habit -piece by 


piece. Beyond that, hopefully, he 
might get down to zero (non- 
smoker).” 

s 


Quitting “Cold Turkey” is ex- 
tremely painful and really doesn’t 
accomplish what the smoker wants 
to do — break the habit; Blum said. 


“Cold Turkey supresses the habit 


but doesn’t get rid of it,” he said.* 


“The habit involves not only the act 
‘of smoking, but- the multitude of 
little things that go along with it.” 


Blum feels that. because the 
cigarette’ habit -was started one 
smoke at a time, it can be eliminated 
or. reduced the same way. That is 
what the book tried to accomplish. 


He feels his organization’ has been 
successful, more. so than any other 
method currently . being. tried by 
millions of, smokers. Out of every 100 
who have~ completed the smoke 
watchers program, 86 quit entirely 
and 11 cut down to 10 or less 
cigarettes per day, Blum said. 

The book, the cover of which is 


patterned after a popular cigarette 
brand, is being used at. smoke 


_watchers-clinics around the-nation.—

Voluntary Restraint Withheld 


PRESSURES ARE MOUNTING 
that could put the government’s 
anti-inflationary program in serious 
jeopardy, In the first quarter of this 
year wage gains averaged 9.1 per 
cent as opposed to the Prices and 
Incomes Commission’s target of 
about four per cent. And, according 
to the Financial Times, a represen 
tative group of 43 companies report 
an average increase in profits of 4.2 
per cent for the first quarter of 
“1970 over the first three months in 
-1969. : 

The alternatives to the present 
voluntary restraint would not be 
palatable to either business or labor. 
Compulsory wage and price re- 
straints would require a huge new 
bureaucracy if they were to be 
made effective. And there is reason 
to doubt that labor, in its present 
militant mood, would submit cheer- 


“fully to government measures. 


In the United States the situa- 
tion is serious and could ‘be a 
precursor of what might happen. in 


“Canada if inflation increases. A 


study recently fore- 
cast a deficit of as much as $8 
billions. It can be argued that this 
figure is small in a one-trillion 
dolar economy “but the United 
States Federal Reserve Board will 
be reluctant to ease credit restric- 
tions with a deficit of this size. A 4.7 
per cent increase in steel. prices is 
expécted to be general by June and 
labor costs rose 8.4 per cent in the 
first quarter of 1970 — the steepest 
quarterly increase in 14 years. 

If there is no significant break in 
the wage-price spiral soon, both 
Canadian and United States govern- 
ments will be under pressure for 
wage-price laws, easier Money or 
more credit controls. Increasingly 
there appear to be only two 
alternatives: compulsory restraints 
or more co-operation from labor.

OTTAWA’‘S ‘IN’ WORDS

The New Information Vocabulary 


S I am informed by usually unre- 
liable sources in Ottawa, the gov- 
ernment’s new’ information department 
is having trouble 


Recently, for in 
stance, L ; 
Kulch, who is in charge of this important 
work, almost resigned in despair when 
he read a press release prepared by his 
star ghost writer, Edgar Puttle. 

Tt -was only a routine announcement 
of the government’s decision to start an 
adult education course in basket weaving 
for the nearly extinct community of 
Liberals ieft on the western Prairies—a 
deprived and underprivileged group in 
urgent need of help. But Mr. Kulch, a 
perfectionist, read Mr. Puttle’s draft 
with horror. 

“Tt simply won't do,” he told his 
assistant. ‘You ought to know by now 
that no official statement is ever issued 
unless it contains certain key words 
chosen by the government as its trade 
mark and you haven't used a single one 
of them.” 


Liberally Non-Partisan 


Mr. Puttle, who had been a vacuum 
cleaner salesman before entering the 
information department, confessed that 
he had never read a press release and 
never heard of the key words. He had 
heen. appointed because he was strictly 
nompartisan and took no part in politics, 
except at election times when he worked 
16 hours a Gay for the Liberal party in 
Blue River, B.C, 

“All right,” said the kindly Mr. 
Kulch. “T’ll give you a second chance.” ..., 

He unlocked his safe and took from it 
a little black book, the essential 
vocabulary of government. 

“This is confidential, classified and 
top-secret,” he-warned,; “but note the 
words I've underlined in red ink. At least 
six of them must appear in every press 
release. 

“Now look at what you've written. 
You say the government is ‘planning’ a 
course in basket weaving for Prairie 
Liberals. Don’t you know- that — the 
government never plans?. It programs. 
Then you say the government hopes to 
expand its plan. The government never 
expands. It accelerates and escalates. 
Again, you say that the Prairie Liberals 
are depressed and poor. You mean they 
are alienated and socially disadvantaged. 
Why can’t you use plain English? 

“That’s not the worst of it,” Mr. 
Kulch went on. “You forgat to stress the 
Prairie ‘potential’ or even the govern- 


ment’s ‘perspective.’ Besides, nowhere in 
your draft can I find the most important 
word of all—‘Identity.’ Good heavens, 
man, every speech, document, white 
paper or blue book must mention the 
Canadian identity. What will the unfortu- 
nate western Liberals think of us if we 


don’t identify their identity?” 

Mr. Puttle admitted that he knew 
it had disappeared long ago. 

“No, no!” cried Mr. Kulch. “A 


‘Canadian may die, or even worse, he 


may vote Conservative, but he cannot 
lose his identity. On the other hand, even 
if he is rich and powerful he isalways 
alienated. Without universal alienation 
there would- be no need for the 
information department, no reason for 
government itself. And,” Mr, Kulch 
added with a hard look, “no job for 
you.” 

This deeply impressed Mr. Puttie, 
who had no wish to sell vacuum cleaners 
in Blue River again. 

“Another thing,” said Mr. Kulch. 
“You refer in your draft to the 
govermment’s ‘purpose.’ Weasel words 
like that are taboo. In a pinch you might 


conscience,’ but the accepted word is 
‘thrust.’ Yes, everything the government 
Goes is the “thrust of its policy.’ No one 
knows—what that means but it sounds 
writers are beginning to use it in every 
second paragraph. No cabinet minister, I 
can tell you, would think of leaving his 
house in the morning without a well- 
polished thrust in his vest pocket in case 
of .some emergency like a press 
conference. 


“Well,* go ahead and rewrite your 
draft and make sure it includes no word 
of partisanship or propaganda. Just 
emphasize, gently, that the great Prairie 
initiative was conceived by a Liberal 
government for Liberals in the historic 
Liberal tradition. And remember," Mr. 
Kulch concluded, “‘that the information 
department is absolutely neutral in 
politics. Always be fair to the opposition 
parties by never mentioning them. You 
can't be more neutral than that.” 


Fatal Perfection 


After three days of intensive work, 
Mr. Puttle came back with a new draft 
which began as follows: ‘In the latest 
thtust of Liberal policy, the Canadian 
government has programmed a concep- 
tal approach to the alienation of 
western Liberals and will escalate a 
basket weaving course to perpetuate the 
identity of the socially disadvantaged 
and accelerate participatory democracy. 
This initiative, the government empha- 
sized, is absolutely non-partisan since it 
does not include any participants except 
Liberals' of established social 


Mr. Kulch read the draft with 
escalating disappointment and fired Mr. 
Puttle, advising him to sell vacuum 
cleaners. But recognizing his talents and 
non-partisanship, despite his services to 
the Liberal party in Blue River, the 
government appointed Mr. Puttle to the 
Senate where his speeches are much 
admired. They have thrust, alienation, 
identity, potential and perspective. But 
of course no propaganda.

Cheaper Underground 
IT have béen following the ‘“Under- 
ground Wiring” issue with interest but 
note that only one side of the issue has 
been debated to date. The opinion seems 
to be that underground wiring is 
expensive and if it is desired the 
customer-ratepayer must pay for it. 
What is not generally known is that 
underground wiring, in fact, is cheapér 
because: 


“a. it has a life expectancy of 40-50 
years compared to 12-14 for overhead 
wiring; 


b. its maintenance costs are only 
about le for each $1.00 of capital 
investment compared to 4c for overhead 
wiring. 

It can readily be seen that under- 
ground wiring is by far the best 
investment financially on a long-term 
basis. 

It is for these considerations only that 
investor-owned and municipally operated 
distribution systems.in much of Europe 
and North America have been converting 
to underground wiring on a no-cost basis 
to the properties concerned. The facts 
that underground wiring enhances our 
environment and is storm proof, and“not 
subject to traffic accidents are all 
desirable by-products.

with the maintenance of the overhead 
system which would become redundant 
on the installation of an underground 
distribution system?

The U.S. was 
strong and would not be defeated 
in Vietnam. 

His confident tone gave no hint of the 
gtim declamation to come. “I have 
concluded,” he said, “that the actions of 
the enemy in the last ten days clearly 
endanger the lives of Americans who are 
in“ Vietmam and would constitute an 


-. unacceptable risk to those who will be 


there after the withdrawal of another 
150,000," He would move against the 
Cambodian sanctuaries “to guarantee 
the continued success of our withdrawal 
and Vietnamization programs.” 

Saying that the age was one of 
anarchy, he asserted that free. nations 
and free institutions everywhere would 
be threatened by totalitarianism if the 
U.S. acted like “a pitiful, helpless giant’ 
before an‘ opponent which sought to 
“humiliate aiid defeat us.’ The ‘possi- 
bility of winning a just peace in Vietnam 
and the Pacific was at‘stake, along witn 
the lives of Americans and millions of 
Cambodians and South Vietnamese. 


*Spasms of Caprice’ 


Some have seen this abrupt change of 
tone as the ultimate example of an” 
increasing and alarming presidential 


The president's account of the 
changes in cireumstance in the ten-day 
period has aroused intense scepticisim. 


critically as the president suggested. It 
has been widely charged that, in the face 
of setbacks at home and implicit 
challenges like the enlistment of Soviet 
military personnel in Egypt, Mr. Nixon 
has been swept along into an impetuous 


‘assertion of U.S. power similar to that 


which President Johnson often made. 

The reports of cabinet opposition have 
been taken as confirmation. Mr. Rogers 
bas been quoted as telling a Congres- 
signal committee the day prior to the 
decision to use U.S. troops: “We 
recogriize that. if we escalate and get 
involved in Cambodia with our ground 
troops, that our whole program is 
defeated." 


Laird’s Revelations 


It is impossible ‘to tell how much of 
the scepticism is warranted, but com- 
ments by Mr. Laird can at least be said 
to put the matter in a_ different 
perspective, Mr, Laird, who is eaid to 
have advocated only bombing the 
sanctuaries, made plain in an interview 
with U.S. News and World Report that 
army chiefs bad sought to delay the 


Mr. Laird stressed the sanctuaries, 
without which the Communists could not 
fight the present kind of war, were a 
threat of long duration. The implication 
was that they had loomed ever larger as 
a problem ‘fdr the Vietnamization 
program with its related withdrawal of 
US. 
In the past two years, he said, the 
massing of Communist forces relatively 
immune from attack and close to South 
Vietnamese population centres ‘“‘per- 
mitted Hanoi to pose a continuous and 
s threat to South Vietnam's 
int’rhal\ security that no amount of 
progress in Vietnamization or pacifica- 
tion could eliminate. He referred to the 
dangers of a total Red takeover of 
Camnbodia, eliminating even the limited 
restraints of former years, only as an 
extension of the basic danger. 

A fair inference to be drawn from the 
Laird comments is that the administra- 
tion had for some time been focussing on 
the sanctuaries as an obstacle to 
Vietnamization, and that the turmoil in 
Cambodia in recent weeks provided only 
the final impetus for action. Accordingly, 
there are new questions being asked here 
about the U.S. role in the change of 
regime in Cambodia, which led to the 
current turmoil. :

Casual Users of Marijuana 
Healthy, Normal People’ 


By STUART L. AUERBACH 


SAN FRANCISCO (WP) — 
Pot smokers aren't all alike, 
a team of Boston _psychia- 
trists reported here this week. 


The team found vast differ- 
ences. in the social adjust- 
ment, mental health and 
working abilities between 
casual smokers of marijuana 
and chronic_users even though 
they all were of the same 
age, educational level, racial 
distribution, social class. 


“Casual smokers,” the 
psychiatrists said, use mari- 
juana once a week or less and 
Make up “the great 
majority” of pot users. 


OTHER DRUGS 


They are generally healthy 
individuals who smoke mari- 
juana becasue of its ‘‘pleasur- 


habits, normal relations with 
friends and few sexual hang- 
ups. Exeept for alcohol, they 
rarely use other drugs. 


Heavy users, on the other 
hand, smoke marijuana at 
least once a day. Besides 
pleasure, they say pot gives 
them “enhanced insight, the 
wish for union with some 
cosmic force and a sense of 
harmony." 

They have all experimented 
widely with drugs; half of 


them have~ taken at-teast 25~- 


LSD trips. Most of them have 
troubles at their jobs’ and 
they work at menial or 
mechanical tasks below their 
intellectual ability. They have 
poor relations with friends 
and sexual problems. 


PSYCHIATRIC 
Oddly enough, the psychia-

hospitals so: inadequate they 


should be closed down. On. the’ - 


other, the shortage of beds 
for chronic patients,- elderly, 
for the. most part, is so 
severe the board has urged 
the ‘provincial government to 
extend some private © hospi- 
tals’ interim. operating per- 
mits. 

Dr. J. L, M. Whitbread, the 
senior medical health officer, 
repeated warnings he made 
six months ago — some local 
private hospitals are. “‘quite 
dangerous” and should be 
shut down as soon as there’ is 
somewhere else for their 
patients. 


He did not specify which of 
the 17 private hospitals in the 
area or how many should be 
closed. But he did say his 
staff's annua! inspections 
showed one .of them should 
have. been shut down six 
years ago. 


Another source said inspec- 
tions showed eight are sub- 
standard, 

Pressed by Vicetorid “Ald. 
Tom Christie to specify what 
is wrong with the inadequate 
hospitals, Whitbread said they 
are dangerous from a sanita- 
tion, accident and care-of- 
patient point of view.

Many of the private hospi- 
tals were old homes... con- 
verted at a time when ‘there 
were no’ standards for private 
hospitals, said Elwood ‘Gropp, 
the. -béard's. director of sani- 
‘tation: services.

Dr. Donald Shorting; who 
represents the Greater Vic- 
toria school board, said he 
sees a further backup of 
chronic care patients into 
acute care hospitals because 
of the shortage of accommo- 
dation for the long-term 
patients. , 


There are people in the 
acute hospitals fit for dis- 
charge six months ago but 
still! there because there is 
nowhere else to put them, he 
said.

“I found. it diffieult to 
recognize them, for now they 
are men and no longer my 
growing sons, as I knew them 
when they were supported by 
foster parents in Canada,” 
Dr. Lotta. writes.

Once a year, when ‘they 
were foster children, she 
interviewed them. Now, each 
one is on his own. 

They were eager to tell her 
success stories. She includes 
some of this information in 
her letter. 

For instance, there is Avi, 
who now works in the United 
States. Information Service 
office in Madras and makes 
over $100 a month “a 
tremendous salary for some- 
one less than 30."

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Many Developments 
During War of 1812 


By BOR BOWMAN 

In 1813 Britain was fighting 
Napoleon with one hand and 
the United States with the 
other. Napoleon Miad planned 
to recapture Canada for 
France by sending an expedi- 
tion up the Mississippi River 
from the Gulf of Mexico, but 
he gave that up im 1803. Then 
the,U.S. was determined to 
capture Canada and Britain's 
‘struggle with Napoleon 
seemed to be the ideal 
opportunity.” - : 

Yet during these crucial 
times important events were 
taking place in parts of the 
continent that were destined 
to become parts of Canada. 
In May, 1813, the Selkirk 
settlers were getting estab- 
lished in present-day Mani- 
toba, and their leader, Miles 
Macdonell, was planting 
wheat and potatoes. Peter 
Fidler, arrived with a bull, 
cow, and heifer, the beginning 
of a great settlement although 
turbulent days were ahead. 

On the Peific coast, the 
North West Company was 


trying to establish a chain of . 


fur-ttading posts through the 
Rockies. Its territory ex- 
tended as‘ tar south as Fort 
Astoria, near the mouth of 
the Columbia Rivfr. That 
river might be “the St. 
Lawrence of the Pacific” 
today’ if a British naval cap- 
tain had not “‘captured’’ the 
fort which had already been 
bought by the North West 
mpany. 


A good fur-trading route 
was needed between the 
Rockies and Fort Astoria, and 
John Stuart was asked to find 
one. He had been Simon 
Fraser's —second4n-command 
during the daring trip down 
the Fraser River in 188. 
He left Fort St. James, north 
of present<iay Prince George, 
on May 13, 1813, and travelled 
down the Fraser River to 
Soda Creek. Then he used 
horses fdr 150 miles to get to 
Okanagan Lake, leading south 
to the Columbia River. It was 
really the commercial route 
for- which Alexander Macken- 
zie had been looking when he 
became the first man to cross 
the continent in 1733.

Neuralgia Used 


As Catch-All Term

Hundreds of people have 
asked me about neuralgia: 
what it is, afd what do you do 
for it? In Greek, neuro refers 
to nerves, and algin means 
pain; hence neuralgia should 
mean pain in nerves. 
Unfortunately, it has come 
to be a sort of catch-all term, 
used by many an overworked 
and too-busy physician who 
hasn't the time to sit down 
and talk to his patient and 
take a good history. Actually, 
im many a case, on careful 
study the “neuralgia” in an 
arm or leg looks more like a 
pain in a muscle or a bursa 
fa tiny bag of fluid), or in a 
joint, or perhpas- in a tiny 
area in the brain, or in two 
vertebras, or bones that make 
up the spine, or perhaps in a 
diseased gallbladder.

Many a time when a patient 
has come in asking me to 
¢ure his “neuralgia,’’? I have 
quickly seen that the trouble 
Was not a neuralgia, because 
it did not follow the distribu- 
tion of any one nerve. Also 
there may have been no 
weakness or numbness such 
as might result from a 
diseased motor nerve.or a 
diseased sensory nerve; also 
the pain may have been 
behaving like that of a 
rheumatic pain, in that it was 
bad when the patient got out 
of bed in the morning, but 
soon went away after a bot 
bath or after some walking. 
The pain might then be due to 
a lifelong tendency to fibro- 
sitis; which is like a mild 
form of arthritis.

For shortly after the IOC 
voting group had reconvened 
to determine the site of the 
Winter Olympics, there was a 
leak from the committee 
room that said that Garibaldi 
had received only nine votes 
on the first ballot. Denver had 
29; Sion, Switzerland. 18 and 
Tampere, Finland, 12. 


Garibaldi had been elimin- 
ated. The final vote on the 
third ballot, Denver 39, Sion 
30. 

The Montreal victory came 
unexpectedly as- another 
“leak,” which was later con- 
firmed, had Moscow winning 
the first ballot 28 votes to 5 
for Montreal and 17 for Los 
Angeles. 


On the second ballot all the 
Los Angeles votes went to 
Canada except for one. This 
was considered significant by 
the delegation as it indicated 
the solid stand against Russia 
as host for the Games. 

There was no comment 
from the. mayor of Moscow 
for the vote. ‘‘Nyet’’ was his 
only word: R 

No communist. nation has 
ever been host to the Olympic 
Games. 

The Montreal triumph and 
Garibaldi’s defeat gave a 
bitter-sweet touch to the 
Situation. On the one hand, 
the eastern Canadians were 
laughing’ and gay. The Gari- 
baldi smiles were evident, 
too, but they came through 
clenched teeth. 


Draneau Man of the Hour 


Montrea] mayor Jean 
Drapeau was the man of the 
hour. And why not? He had 
just completed an impossible 
double in international poli- 
tics. He had parlayed the 
name of Expo 67 into world- 
wide fame, Now he had the 
Olympics for his beloved city. 

This .was Montreal's third 
try for -the Olympics and 
Garibaldi’s first. 

Drapeau was also surprised 
at the Montreal decision, and 
was so excited that he 
declined to’ answer the. tele- 
vision announcer’s queries 
immediately. However, he 
quickly regained his. aplomb, 
and: hurried to the podium to 
accept the ‘76 Games for 
Montreal and Canada 

He promised dutifully that 
Montreal would host the event 
inthe true spirit “of the 
Olympics and with humbie- 
ness, simplicity and dignity. 

It was definitely a persona! 
triumph for Drapeau. The 
Montreal delegation was the 
first to admit this. He himself 
admitted it was a low-key 
approach that had won it for 
Montreal, compared to high 
pressure tactics and the com- 
mercial overtones that had 
accompanied the Moscow and 
Los Angeles bids.

SAN FRANCISCO (WP) — 
Pot smokers aren't all alike, 
a team of Boston psychia- 
trists reported here this week. 


The team found vast differ- 
ences in the. social adjust- 
ment, mental health and 
working abilities between 
casual smokers of marijuana 
and chronic users even though 
they all were of the same 
age, educational level, racial 
distribution, social class. 


“Casual smokers," the 
psychiatrists said, use mari- 
juana once a week or less and 
make up “the great 
majority” of pot users. :

WASHINGTON (AP) — Giant corporations 
have thwarted United States government efforts to 
cleanse the atmosphere of deadly pollutants, a 
team of Ralph Nader’s investigators said Tuesday. 

The failure of federal and state programs has 
permitted the atmosphere to become so fouled that 
the health of most city dweHers is impaired by the 
air they breathe, the investigators said. 

In a massive document, the group under the 
sponsorship of the Centre for Study of Responsive 
Law cited the auto-makers, coal, oil and natural 
gas producers, and several manufacturing indus- 
tries as the chief obstacles to cleaner air.
